The strike situ atio n at the ICaty 
sho ps 
remains 
practically 
u n­ 
changed, says yesterday’s Deniso n 
H erald. 
Y esterday afterno o n the 
co mmittee o f the Allied Metal Me­ 
chanics’ Lo cal No . 209 , to which 
the machinist and blacksmith help­ 
ers belo ng, sent a telegram to Gen­ 
eral M anager A .^ A . Allen asking 
fo r a co nference. 
No reply had 
been received u p to the time o f go ­ 
ing to press. 
T he men au tho rize this state­ 
m ent relating to the s trik e : 
The m achinist helpers and handy 
men have been receiving $1.50 per 
day, and they ask a raise o f 25 
cents per day. 
A large percentage 
o f the men are m arried men and 
have families depending u po n them 
fo r su ppo rt. 
They claim that the 
co st o f living has increased greatly 
du ring the past few years, and it 
has beco me almo st impo ssible to 
pro vide any o f the co mfo rts o f life 
o u t o f the wages earned. 
T he men have been paid the 
m inim u m wages fo r helpers’ wo rk 
paid in the state, and believe they 
are entitled to an increase. 
They 
are no t radical eno u gh to co ntend 
fo r the maximu m wage paid, and 
will be satisfied w ith a fair and 
reaso nable increase in wages, and 
have named $1.7 5 as the rate they 
deem fair and equ itable. 
T he blacksmith helpers have been 
receiving $2.10 per day fo r every 
labo rio u s wo rk. 
T hey have been 
receiving near the maximu m wages 
paid by o ther sho ps in the state. 
They ask an increase o f 2 cents per 
ho u r, bu t the qu estio n o f wages is 
is no t their mam grievance. 
They desire abo ve all to secu re a 
pro mise fro m the co m pany to es­ 
tablish a line o f pro mo tio n fro m 
the helpers’ jo bs to that o f regu lar 
blacksmiths. 
There are no black­ 
smith sho ps in Texas where the ap­ 
prentices are tau ght the trade. 
They do no t ask that the co m­ 
pany mu st pro mo te a helper when 
a vacancy o ccu rs, bu t it can hire a 
blacksm ith to fill the place, bu t 
they ask that when a blacksmith 
canno t be secu red that they be 
given the place if co m petent to fill 
it. 
T hey think that as all the 
o ther trades have received an in­ 
crease o f wages du ring the past 
^ear, that they sho u ld also get an 
increase. 
T he men do no t desire to tie u p 
the sho p lo nger than necessary, 
and are desiro u s to have a chance 
to present their grievance as so o n 
as po ssible to the m anagem ent o f 
the ro ad.

The steam railro ads o t the 
United States wo uld welco me any 
additio n to transpo rtatio n facilities 
which wo uld result in the centraliz­ 
ing o f traffic at shipping po ints by 
a mo re eco no mical metho d than 
the 
present cumberso me o ne o f 
hauling it in wago ns o v er co untry 
ro ads. 
Electric railway s can be 
made feeders fo r the steam rail- 
The adv o cates o f go o d ro ads will 
find plenty o f arguments in the re­ 
cent repo rt o f the industrial co m­ 
missio n o n the marketing and dis­ 
tributio n o f farming pro ducts, say s 
an edito rial in the N ew Yo rk Co m­ 
mercial. 
This repo rt sho ws the 
v alue o f go o d co untry ro ads and 
the immense sav ing that co uld be 
effected thro ugh them. 
It aUo 
furnishes arguments in fav o r o f the 
co nstructio n 
o f 
electric 
lines 
thro ugh the farming sectio ns o f 
the co untry , no t o nly fo r the haul­ 
ing o f passengers, but fo r the haul­ 
ing o f freight. 
The repo rt sho ws that the co st 
o f hauling 
farm 
pro ducts o v er 
co untry ro ads is $9 00,000,000 a 
y ear, o r mo re than the entire co st 
o f o perating all the railway s in the 
United States. The to tal o perating 
ex penses o f railro ads is estimated 
at $8 18 ,000,000 annually . 
The 
av erage haul to the nearest ship­ 
ping statio n in the transpo rtatio n 
o f farm pro ducts is tw elv e miles, 
and the av erage co st is twenty -fiv e 
cents a to n per mile, o r $3 a to n 
fo r the tw elv e miles. 
By co m­ 
paring this to n mile co st with the 
av erage to n mile rev enue o f the 
railro ads in the co untry , 
which 
amo unts to sev en mills per mile, 
the immense o ppo rtunity fo r sav ­ 
ing that wo uld be effected thro ugh 
go o d ro ads may readily be seen. 
If farm pro ducts co uld be hauled 
to market at sev en m ills per to n 
m ile, as is the case with railway 
traffic, the entire charge fo r trans 
po rtatio n wo uld be less than ^26 ,- 
000,000, 
as co mpared with the 
$9 00,000,000 it co sts the farmers to 
haul their pro ducts o v er o rdinary 
ro ads. 
The building o f go o d ro ads and 
the co nstructio n o f electric lines 
w ill mean an eno rmo us sav ing to 
the farming classes. 
So me o f the 
adv o cates o f go o d ro ads believ e 
that the two co uld be co nstructed 
jo intly , as the co st wo uld be pro ­ 
po rtio nately less fo r the building 
o f go o d wago n ro ads, which co uld 
also be used fo r electric railway s. 
These railway s co uld be co nstructed 
thro ugh tho se sectio ns o f the farm­ 
ing co mmunity which wo uld o ffer 
the best po ssibilities in the way o f 
freight and passenger traffic re­ 
turns, and wago n ro ads co uld he 
built co nnecting all sectio ns o f the 
co untry . 
The farmer who did no t 
liv e o n the direct line o f an electric 
railway co uld haul his freight to 
the nearest po int where it co uld be 
quickly transferred to an electric 
train. 
That this 
po ssibility is fully 
realized by the builders o f electric 
railway s is sho wn by the rapid de­ 
v elo pments that these lines are 
making 
as 
freight 
carriers. 
Thro ugho ut the co untry they are 
ex tending their lines into new ter- 
*rito ry and standardizing 
equip­ 
ment and ro adbeds in o rder to 
pro v ide fo r the hauling o f the 


ro ads, and if built with due regard 
to the av o iding o f co mpetitio n they 
will supplement and increase the 
traffic o f the steam railway s with­ 
o ut in any way interfering with 
the earnings o f the latter.

The panic resulting from Mont 
Pelee’ 
s latest outbreaks is beyond 


accurate description. 
A t the first 


outbreak of the 
volcano the in­ 
habitants fied from the city,seeking 


refuge in boats along various parts 


of the coast. 
Some of them are 
only now returning to their homes. 
Every moment is one of suspense. 


The 
unfortunate 
islanders never 
know what is 
going to happen 
next, and live in a state of tension 


that is pitiable. 
The panic is re­ 
newed at each successive rumbling 


of the earth, and at the terrific ex­ 


plosions 
that 
proceed 
from 
the 


mountain. 
A long the northern part of the 
island the earthquake shocks are 
doing much damage. 
In some of 


the villages the ground at intervals 


has rocked so violently that noth­ 
ing is left 
standing 
within 
the 


houses. 
Fearing another tidal wave such

Rouge, thc^ people of the seacoast 


are fleeing to the hills.

M irCHELL HAS HIVEN IN. 


Conference to Be Held Today Which 
May Terminate Troubles in 
the Eiitire District. 


More rumors of a strike settle­ 
ment were in the a: r in N ew Y o rk 
yesterday. 
It was annouDced that 
a coi.ference would be held today 
in the offices of President Baer, of 
the Readii g, in the Jersey Central 
building, at which definite terms 
for the ending of the strike w ill be 
laid before the operators. 
President Fow ler, 
of the O n ­ 
tario and W estern railroad,returned 
to N ew Y o rk yesterday, after hav­ 
ing made a tour of the anthracite 
regions, whither he went, accord­ 
ing to reliable authority, as a rep­ 
resentative of the presidents of the 
coal-carrying roads. 
He has been 
in almost constant communication 
with President Baer and the strike 
leaders, and it is said that he brings 
with him definite propositions look­ 
ing toward a 
settlement, which 
have been advised by Mitchell. 
Soon after arrival at his office he 
was joined by President Truesdale, 
of the Lackawanna, and President 
Underwood, 
of 
the 
Erie. 
The 
three presidents of these coal-car­ 
rying roads were in conference for 
two hours, after which a message 
was dispatched to President Baer, 
asking his attendance at a confer­ 
ence to be held today. 
The presi­ 
dents declined to discuss the situa­ 


tion. 


ENDED IN W EST VIRG IN IA. 
It is now believed the coal strike 
in W est V irginia is practically at 
an end. 
A t 
a mass meeting of 
miners from all the coalfields along 
the N orfolk and W estern railroad, 
held at H untington, W . V a ., yes 
terday, it was almost unanimously 
agreed to end the strike, provided 
the operators would take back al 
the old miners, and they have sig­ 
nified their intention of doing this. 
The miners have agreed to return 
to work next Monday morning. 
It is 
reported 
that President 
John M tchell of the United Mine 
W orkers, advised the strikers to 
return to work, as he realized that 
winter was near at hand and the 
miners in that field could not hold 
out much longer, as almost every 
one was dependent upon the union 
for food and clothing.

STONE ACTS CAUTIO U SLY. 
G ov. Stone was waited on b y a 
committee from the state legisla­ 
tive board of railroad employes of 
Pennsylvania at Harrisburg yester­ 
day afternoon 
and requested to 
take immediate steps to bring about 
a sett^Mnent of the strike in the an­ 
thracite coal regions, and, if neces­ 
sary, call an extra session of the 
legislature for the enactment of a 
compulsory arbitration law. 
The 
committee presented a signed state­ 
ment setting forth that the strike 
is causing much distress among the 


anthracite miners and their fam ­ 


ilies, hardship to millions of peo­ 
ple and proving disastrous to the 
business interests of the state.

DEFENDS THE MO FORMAN. 


Secretary to Governor cjrane Tells ot 
Accident to President. 


B o s t o n , Sept. 
5 .— Some 
new 
facts of interest bearing upon the 
accident to the president’s party at 
Pittsfield were g iv en by John B. 
Smith, secretary to Gov . Craoe, 
whet was in the third carriag e be­ 
hind that occupied by the presi­ 
dent, and who saw the accident. 
Mr. Smith returned to the state 
house y esterday , and his 
story 
carries with it considerable weig ht, 
as he is a v eteran newspaper man, 
accustomed to making close ob­ 
serv ation of incidents. 
He say s 
that, in his judg ment, the car was 
g oing at about twenty miles an 
hour. 
He said that there were no 
shrieks or y ells at the moment of 
the collision, and, as a matter of 
fact, the silence was appalling . 
Secretary Smith say s he talked 
with Motorman Madden directly 
after the accident, and the latter 
stated that his car was g oing about 
eig ht miles an hour, and that he 
did not think that the carriag e of 
the president was g oing to cross at 
the point it did. 
About the place where the acci­ 
dent happened, Mr. Smith ex plains 
that the street bears a little to the 
left. 
About 200 feet bey ond where 
Driv er Pratt attempted to cross the 
tracks, the side roadway on which 
the president’s carriag e had been 
g oing , terminated. 
A g reensward 
at this further point came fiush 
with the street car tracks. 
The 
railway continued straig ht on up 
Edwards’ hilL 
Driv er Pra tt’s object was, of 
course, 
to cross the tracks and 
strike the carriag e road on the 
other side. 
According ly , the car­ 
riag e could hav e kept to the side it 
was on for almost 200 feet. 
” 1 am of the opinion that if it 
had kept there 100 feet 
the car 
would undoubtedly hav e swept by 
it,” Mr. Smith said. 
“ The motorman, I think, must 
have thoug ht that the carriag e 
would remain on the rig ht of the 
tracks for a little distance further, 
and, 
therefore, he increased his 
8fM? ed to rush by before the cross­ 
ing , which had to be made shortly , 
should be attempted.”
